John McDougle Dies of In- 


juries Inflicted by 


His Enemy. 


Marion, Ind., June 8.—Feeling is 


running high at Van Buren over the 
killing of John T. McDougle, a-young 
business man of that town who was 
kicked to death yesterday afternoon by 
Francis Miller. Miller, with his broth- 
er Esta, who is said to have taken 
part in the fight, hurriedly were taken 
from Van Buren in an automobile by 
Marshal Roberta arid brought to the 
county jail here: 


McDougle, who was a general store- 


keeper, was popular in' Vnn. Buren. 
His ; father, 'William 
McDougle, was 


formerly the town marshal 
of Van 


Buren, and his father-in-law, William 
K. Frazier, is a county commissioner. 
His widow and three 'small children 
survive him. 


Miller passed the store 
yesterday 


and after a few words the two men' 
exchanged blows and .Miller knocked 
McDougle • down and then jumped on 
him, 
causing internal 
injuries from 


which McDougle died'within 'a half 
hour without regaining consciousness. 
McDougle's wife pluckily attempted to 
aid in the defense of her husband and 
was roughly pushed'aside. 


Miller is 27 years old and married. 


He is a-day laborer. He expresses .re- 
gret that he-killed McDougle and .says 
It was far from his intention to inflict 
serious injury. His brother Esta 'is 
only 19 years old-and is said to have 
had'only'a small part in the fight. He 
will be held In -jail pending the further 
investigation by the prosecutor. 


Francis Miller, who has been em- 


ployed both as a bartender and as'an 
oil worker, had been in debt to McDou- 
gal for a long time. McDougal recent- 
ly-secured an order oh Miller's em- 
ployers for his wages and in this way 
he succeeded in getting- a settlement 
of his bill. This apparently had been 
satisfactory to Miller until yesterday, 
when he came to Van Buren from Mar- 
ion in an intoxicated condition. Upon 
reaching Van Buren he went direct to 
McDougal's store. 
He. failed to find 


McDougal at the store and, going in 
search of him. met him on 'the-street 
and the trouble began. 


Gets Kick Over Heart. 


The men • clinched an'd fell on the 


street. The two' Miller brothers. Alva 
and'Lester, .'interfered; 
but whether 


they attempted to separate • the men 
or aid their . brother is a disputed 
question. McDougal had fallen' on his 
knee when:he was kicked just above 
the heart. 


McDougaJ's wife was attracted by 


the encounter and rushing to her hus- 
band's assistance she tried to prevent

CRIMES AGAINST TREES. 


The senseless, almost criminal muti- 


lation of trees goes on In this city, and 
Indeed, the mutilation would be a. great 
offense were It not that the harm is 
done with good intention. 
There Is 


nothing in nature more beautiful than 
a tree and few things more valuable. 
Their beauty should be preserved, not 
destroyed; their value should be cher- 
ished, not despised. 
The criminal 


waste of forests has had an evfl In- 
"fluence upon the general regard o 
trees and even in the city where there 


ar« all too few of them we think less 
of them than we .should. 


Doubtless Fort Wayne's put down 


among her Immediate needs a capable 
forester. It is easy enough to say of 
every 
householder 
that 
he knows 


enough to set out his own trees and 
take care of them. But It Isn't true. 
In the nrst place few of them know 
what varieties of trees to set out. how 
properly to set them out and how to 
care for them. All these things a for- 
ester would or should know. We un- 
derstand Councilman Henry, of the 
Fourth ward, father of the building or- 
dinance, purposes to introduce an or- 
dinance providing for a municipal for- 
ester. We greatly trust he moans to 
do so, and that the council will prompt- 
ly pass such a measure. 
There Is 


abundant employment for such a pub- 
lic employe. 


Park trees, trees In the streets and 


on private premises have uniform need 
of skilled attention that few of them 
now get. A forester employed at pub- 
lic expense can look to the planting of 
new troes as well as the care of those 
already in the ground. With a for- 
ester the dreadful mutilation of many 
flne trees that has been going on here 
will stop. 


It should be borne In mind that In 


few respects can the City Beautiful 
be.more signally promoted or sooner 
arrived at than by the planting o£ 
beautiful trees wherever none now 
grow. This Is one of. the ways the city 
can be beautified by its citizens at 
small private expense. 
A forester 


would be a vast aid in this direction.

Nickel Plate" depot would vastly en- 
hance the beauty of Calhoun street 
and give the stranger an abiding im- 
pression that Fort Wayne has awak- 
ened and begun to do things in a sub- 
stantial and stniking way. 


It Is urged in:objection to the arch 


that it lacks the appearance of being 
permanent in character and gives to 
a street a sort of carnival or midway 
look and Imparts /the impression of 
temporary purpose. 
The ^ornamental 


lamp post, surmounted by four or five 
arms each with a beautiful globe will 
look beautiful by day as well as by 
night. It is the more modern way. 
Los Angeles, Chicago, St.^ Paul, St.

many other cities have adopted this 
system as being the best. Now that 
Fort Wayne is entering upon a large 
plan for public beautiflcation, none but 
the best of these things should be con- 
sidered good enough. 


It will be but a few days until Mr. 


Charles Mulford Robinson, who has 
been' employed as expert and adviser 
to the general committee of the civic 
revival, will be here and we doubt not 
that it will be the whole part of wis- 
dom to await his arrival before furth- 
er taking steps at all in the matter of 
street illumination and then have the 
benefit of his opinion.

Honolulu, Dubuque, Cedar Rapids and 
many other cities. 


Oppose Lighting Arches. 


The civic revival committee at its 


meeting Monday evening went on rec- 
ord as opposed to an extension of the 
electric light arches which have been 
installed along two squares of Colum- 
bia and one square on Calhoun street. 
The committee takes the position that 
the arches partake too much of. the 
midway or small town carnival appear- 
ance and that they will most certainly 
be condemned by Mr. Robinson, the 
expert, when he comes to advise re- 
garding the beautifying of Fort Wayne 
The committee favors the installation 
of the ornamental iron posts support- 
ing a cluster of lights, such as have 
supplanted the arches in many cities. 
There Is a proposition to call a meet- 
Ing of citizens to discuss the matter 
of lighting and it is believed when the 
matter is presented property owners 
will be largely in favor of the posts In- 
stead of the arches. 


Reports covering the finances of the 


civic revival work will be submitted at 
a meeting of the general committee and 
delegates to be held next Monday even- 
ing. 
It IS expected that a permanent 


organization will be formed to carry 
forward the 
improvement 
work for 


which a pronounced sentiment has 
now been developed.

bewail their location might have as 
many as their neighbors by exercising 
a. little care. 


The majority of the little orchards 


are natural fruit. Whether it pays to 
depend upon this with budded trees 
now so cheap is a question worth con- 
sidering: but it certainly pays much 
better .than to do without fruit. 


It was once thought that only sandy 


soil would grow peaches. They have 
succeeded nicely on stiff clay if well 
enriched and cultivated, A sandy or 
clayey loam is preferable, and must not 
be too highly fertilized, as the peach is 
naturally a quick-growing tree. 


A hillside, naturally well drained. Is

Pea Hay Found Valuable by 


Tennessee Dairymen. 


CULTIVATING THE CROP 


Too many dairy farmers are running 


to the mills and feed stores for sup- 
plies for their dairy cows. They know 
they need concentrates, but do not 
study the problem of feeding to a con- 
clusion. Down in Tennessee they raise 
a great deal of cow pea hay and think 
much of it. Northern farmers might 
raise more to advantage. 
They are 


also beginning to know what alfalfa 
Is down there, and they are feeding it 
largely in many sections of the state. 


The Tennessee experiment station 


has helped the farmers Immensely by 
experimenting with the. different feeds 
for dairy and beef cuttle. The investi- 
gators tind that the cost of milk can 
"be greatly reduced by replacing a part 
of the concentrates in the duily ration 
of the cow with some roughness rich in 
protein, such as alfalfa or cow pea hay. 


Tt is an advantage to fed a dry rough- 


ness, which is intended to replace a 
part of the concentrates in a ration;* 


A MANURE SPREADER PAYS 


Do not wait for the corn to get much 


above the ground before beginning cul- 
tivation. A harrow put oa just before 
the plant appears above the surface 
or immediately afterward kills millions 
of weeds and prepares the soil for the 
tender plant when it comes through.

•seedlings. Should it prove a success in 
your orchard, you will want to add 
some nursery stock, which is, save in 
some stray instances, of better quality. 


For market purposes named fruit 


only is salable, and the surplus, even 
though small, will balance up on the 
sugar used in home-consumption. This 
alone is quite an item. 


In selecting nursery trees, choice 


should.be in a measure made accord- 
ing to the time of ripening. A doubUul 
location a smaller proportion of the 
very early and very late is preferable. 


Choose freestones for the main crop. 


The yellow-fleshed varieties are the 
best sellers, and as a rule the best for 
canning. Early Crawford is one of the 
best early varieties. Elberta stands 
high in the list for. the main crop. 


It is easy to put the pits of some 


choice fruit into a bag and let them 
freeze, thus helping 'the germs to 
break forth, and .then plant in some 
suitable place, a seedling bearing fruit 
in a very few-years. 


Seedlings differ from the parent, bul 


as a rule the finer the peach selected 
for seed the better the quality of the 
seedling. 


FOR BETTER DIRT ROADS 


With a sandy soil and a subsoil 01 


clay or clay and gravel plow deep so 
as to raise and mix the clay with the 
surface soil and sand. 


The combination forms a sand-clay 


road at a trifiing expense. 


If the road be entirely of sand a 


mistake will be;made if it is plowed 
unless clay can be added. 


Such plowing would merely ..deepen 


the sand, and at the same time break 
up the small amount of hard surfao 
material which may have formed. 


If the subsoil is clay and the surface 


scant in sand or gravel, plowing shoui 
not be resorted to, as it would resul 
in a clay surface rather than one o 
sand or gravel. 


A road foreman must know not only 


what to plow and what not to plow 
but how and when to plow. 


If the road Is of the kind which 


according to the above Instruction 
should be plowed over its whole width 
Ihe best method is to run the firs 
furrow In.the middle of the road an< 
work out t<rthe sides, thus forming a 
crown. 


Results from .such plowing are th 


greatest in the spring or early summer 


In ditches a plow can be used t 


good advantage, but should be fol 
lowed by a scraper or grader. 


To make wide, desp ditches nothln; 


better than the ordinary drag scrape 
has yet been devised. 


For hauls under 100 feet or In mak 


ing "fills" It is especially serviceable. 


RIGHT KINO OF BROOD SOW 


Few things are more displeasing than 


to see a lot,of heterogenous pigs fol- 
lowing a, scrub sow. They are unsatis- 
factory to the feed lot and unprofitable 


There is no good excuse for keeping 


scrub sows. The brood sow" should be 
large, roomy and stand, well on her 
toes. The shoulders should ha smooth 
and deep, back wide and 
slightly 


arched. There should be ample room 
for heart and lungs provided by a wide 
and deep chest, well-sprung -ribs and 


traigat, deep sid^s. A good depth of 
hest and abdomen are especially im- 
lortant in a sow. 


If possible the sow should be select- 
d from a large litter. This is apt to 
nsure fecundity. Each sow should 
lave at least twelve well developed 
eats, thus providing, proper nourish- 
ment for large litters. 


The sow should show quality, but not 


at the expense o£ constitution and 
vigor. When'a sow has shown herself 
to be a prolific breeder she should be 
retained as long as her reproductive 
powers are maintained 


IN WEANING PIGS 


Take them away in detachments, be- 


ginning first with two or three of the 
plumpest, largest and strongest; then 
the next strongest batch, leaving the 
poor ones of the'litter to complete the 
drying oft. 


The boar ought always to be kept 


In a. pen by himself, preferably away 
from the other hogs. He should have 
a 'good-sized yard in which he can ex- 


cise. 
If allowed, to run with the other hogs 


he is likely to injure them badly. 


Keep him thrifty, but not too fat, or 


his get will be puny. 


Good breeding and good feeding are 


so closely allied .that they must go to- 
gether. One is useless without the 
other.

From two to three tons of 
cow pea hay and from three to'five 
tons of alfalfa can be obtained from an 
acre of land; hence there is a great ad- 
vantage in the utilization

Alfalfa and cow pea hay cannot be 


substituted to the best advantage for 
cottonseed meal, as this foodstuff :is 
so very rich in- protein that a larger 
bulk must.be consumed than the ca- 
pacity of the average cow will permit. 


The .substitution of a roughness rich 


in protein for an expensive concentrate 
will enable the dairyman-to make milk 
and butter at a less cost and will thus 
solve one of his most serious prob- 
lems. 


In substituting alfalfa hay for wheat 


bran it will be best to allow one and 
one-half pounds o£ alfalfa to 
each 


pound of wheat bran, and the results 
are likely to 'prove more satisfactory 
if the alfalfa is fed in a finely chopped 
condition. 


These tests indicate that with alfalfa 


hay at $10 a ton and wheat bran at 
?20 the saving effected by substituting 
alfalfa for wheat bran would be $2.00 
for every 100 pounds of butter and 19.8 
cents for every 100 pounds of milk. The 
farmer could thus afford to sell his 
milk for 19.8 cents a hundred less than 
he now 'receives and his butter for 
about 22 cents, as compared with 25 
cents a. pound. 


These experiments show why alfalfa 


has been frequently used as a basis of 
manufactured foodstuffs, and indicate 
that the farmer who can grow it makes 


Alfalfa, grows best on a deep, sandy 


loam, underlaid by a. looso and per- 
meable subsoil. 


It will not grow if there Is an excess 


of water in tho soil. The land must 
be well drained. Plow tlie, land deeply 
—alfalfa is a deep feeder. 


Sow alone and screen seed before 


using to separate the. dodder and oilier 
weed seeds. Dodder is the worst enemy 
of alfalfa. 


For a hay crop sow 'twenty to thirty 


pounds ot seed per acre. For a crop 
of seed sow fourteen to eighteen pounds 
per acre. 


Alfalfa does not attain mnturity until 


the third or fourth year, so do not sow 
it expecting to get the best results in 
less time. Keep the weeds mowed anil 
raked off the first season, or they will 
choke out the crop. 


Cut the. hay when- the first flowers 


appear. 
If cut In full bloom the hay 


Will be woody. For seed cut when the 
middle clusters of the seed pods are 
dark brown. 


Whether or not alfalfa, is a hardy, 


profitable crop in the northern stales 
has not yet been fully demonstrated, 
but in some instances It lias been 
grown successfully even in Canada. 


FOR THE HORSE BREEDER

With a manure spreader all that U 


neeeswu-y is to back the machine up 
next to the back of the barn under 
tin; stable window and empty the ma- 
nure into it dully and then when the 
box is full mount the wagon, drive out 
into the Held, and without touching 
tin; manure with a fork It is quickly 
and easily distributed. 


Spreaders -are MO arranged that by a 


little pressure on a lever tho amount 
of manure can be increased on the 
bare spots and shut off where not so 
much is needed. 


There are plenty of two-horse ma- 


nure spreaders, but most of them re- 
quire 
three horses and sometimes 


farmers use u double team for tho 
purpose. A good form of spreader is 
the wagon box type. It is simply a box 
fitted with tlie machinery and which 
will go onto your wagon trucks. They 
are quickly attached and are light and 
handy, because they will go anywhere 
that a wagon will go. 


These wagons can easily be handled 


with two horses. A good way to use 
this spreader is to have two supports 
on the outside of the barn near the 
window upon which the box spreader 
is placed. 
But a better way is to 


suspend the spreader from supports by 
means of ropes and a pulley and when 
the box is full run the trucks under, 
let down the box and drive off. 


These 
machines 
are

cheaper than the regular spreaders, the 
difference being from $40 to $60.

When alfalfa was fed under the most 


favorable conditions a gallon of milk 
was obtained for 5.7 cents and a pound 
of butter for 10 % cents. When cow 
pea hay was fed the lowest cost of a 
gallon of milk was 5.2 cents and of a 
pound of butter 9.4 cents. In localities 
where peas have grown well it can be 
utilized to replace wheat bran, and in 
sections where alfalfa can be 'grown 
this crop can be substituted for cow 
pea hay with satisfaction. 


CAUSE OF BITTER MILK 


Recent experiments on tlie Ontario 


experiment farm show that the yeast- 
like micro-organism of bitter torula is 
the cause of much bitter milk and 
cheese. Factories in that soction have 
complained of the bitterness of the 
milk and as a consequence the experi- 
ment station has conducted extensive 
investigations as to the cause. Cul- 
tures of the ruola were added to milk 
and cheese that had been sterilized, 
and in each case a. bitter taste was the 
result It was not found in milk drawn 
into sterilized dishes, but was found 
regularly in mixed milk, jn the solu- 
tions used for can washes, and also on 
the leaves of trees under which the 
cans were habitually kept The remc- 
dlijs are to cool the milk promptly 
to guard it from infection of any kind. 
All cans and other utensils should be 
carefully washed and sterilized by boat 
The Connecticut experiment station 
discovered several years ago that a 
species of bacteria, was the cause of 
bitter milk and cream. This can be 
rendered harmless by sterilization.

SKIM MILK CALVES 


These youngsters are twins and as 


their mother died in giving birth to 
them they were raised on the milk of 
other cows.

were able to drink, from a poll." 


They were fed whole milk until three 


weeks old and then were given one- 
half skim milk with one-half whole 
milk and a little bran once n. day. 
When six weeks old they began to 
nibble oats and hny and soon grew 
mightily.

There is no question lint thnt 
poultry will pay large returns on a 
farm, tint whrn we gt-t right <1n-.vn to 
fact? very few pfullrymon harp made 
a success at tho b«Mness unless brood- 
ing fancy varieties and securing fancy 
prices for theisf" eggs and breeding 
stock.—Kelly. 


An Illinois man taught me how to 


raise and cure sorghum. He puts in 
two bushels of seed to the aero with a 
wheat drill. 
This gives a uniform 


growth; the plant is small, and the 
yield is about as heavy as from a 
thinner seeding. 


I never worked on a farm until I was 


IS years old. I had always worked in 
a beef-packing plant in a large city, 
and I suppose that is where 'I formed 
a habit of hustling, which lias stuck 
to. me ever since. When I commenced 
farming I used to listen for tlie sound 
of the whistle at dinner time, but I 
soon learned that in the busy seasons 
a, man cannot put in too many hours. 
Some of the 605-3 in my neighborhood 
told me it was a mistake to do any 
more than I really had to to hold my 
job, 
but I take notice that 1 am now 


getting $25 per month and my board . 
and washing all the year round, while 
the other fellows get about $18 and are 
laid off during the winter. 


Farm help is becoming scarcer every 


year, but I think the farmer himself ia 
largely to blame. Too many farmers 
regard the hired man as a beast of 
burden, and give him about the same 
treatment that they do their mules. 
How can a farmer expect to keep a 
good man if lie only pays him $20 per 
month, makes him sleep in a hot loft 
in tho house or in the haymow, expect 
him to work fifteen hours a day seven 
days in the week during the summer 
and fires him in the fall? I notice that 
the farmer who keeps his hired man 
all the year round and treats him with 
the consideration that is due him gen- 
erally makes money and seldom kicks 
about the scarcity of labor. 


The farmer who leads- and does not 


drive is the man who gets the most 
work and the best service out of th« 
hired .man. 


The hired man who does not keep 


himself neat and clean has no right to 
expect to sit at the family table. 


GOOD CONDITION BEFORE LAMBING 


Both before and after lambing is an 


anxious time for the sheep raiser, as he 
stands to lose considerable or to gain a 
great deal. 


Much is written about the treatment 


of ewes after lambing and too little is 
said about giving them extra care be- 
forehand. ' 


If the ewe is thin and weak the 


Iambs always make a bad start, for i£ 
the milk is deficient both in quantity 
and quality they arc badly nourished, 
If only «nc is to be raised it may suc- 
ceed better than twins, but even a 
single Iamb will have a hard time of It 
it the owe is poor. 


I know there is danger in having 


pome kinds ol^ stock too fat at the tima 
of producing their young, but very 
few ewes suffer from that. 


It is most undesirable to have the 


strength of the cwc impaired at this 
titnc. ' 
strength is needed to lamb 


successfully, and condition is wanted 
to provWc amply for tho lambs. For 
this reason it would bo woll to put the 
breeding owes under cnrefu! surveil- 
lance for a time before lambing.
